Amid all the furo r abo ut the o il sho rtage, 


it has until no w escaped no tice that Euro pe 
is no t suffering the expected industrial 


crisis. 
When the Suez Canal was blo cked, the 
wo rst was feared. The United States mo ved 
to step up o il shipments to Euro pe to help 
ease the blo w. When tho se shipments 
failed to materialize in the pro mised vo l­ 
ume, new alarm was felt. 
Yet repo rts co ming in fro m Euro pe indi­ 
cate th at the fears have been excessive— 
o r at least prem ature. Eco no mic experts 
abro ad say that so far there is no sign o f 
a really serio us industrial setback. 
This do esn't mean things are exactly 


ro sy. 
Britain and France have felt a definite 
pinch, and their fo reign trade balances are 
no t go o d. Certain Scandinavian and Medi­ 
terranean lands heavily dependent o n o il as 
a po wer so urce have been hard hit. 
But the tro uble sto ps sho rt o f crisis. 
Experts o n the scene give credit fo r this 
-to several facto rs: 
The Euro pean eco no mic o rganizatio n in­ 
stituted an emergency o il pro gram fo r the 
co nservatio n and use o f the reduced sup- 
lies. Co nsequently Euro pe is getting 75 to 
80 per cent o f its no rmal petro leum needs. 
Had the available vo lume been cut as ex­ 
pected to 60 to 65 per cent, m atters wo uld 
have been much wo rse industrially. 
The United States, even tho ugh no t ship­ 
ping as much as ho ped fo r, has helped and 
sho uld aid even mo re in the mo nths ahead. 
Mild weather has enco uraged heavier 
mo vement o f tankers than was co unted 
upo n in winter, and at the same time has 
slashed demand fo r heating fuels. 
Thus far there have been no po litical 
develo pments which wo uld further hamper 
o il shipments to Euro pe. 
Sheer luck go verns the latter two po ints. 
But the free wo rld, understandably anxio us 
aSo ut preserving its eco no mic well-being, 
can be thankful th at the United States is 
lending a hand and that, abo ve all, the 
Euro pean co untries have used their o wn 
m achinerv to grapple swiftly and efficiently 
with a po tentially dangero us situatio n 
Reo pening o f Suez and repair o f dam­ 
aged Middle East pipelines, bo th lo o ked fo r 
in the reaso nably near future, will naturally 
break the back o f the pro blem. 
But this mildly o ptimistic repo rt fio m 
Euro pe is no t co nsidered a fair basis fo r 


co mplacency. 
Hitches may yet develo p. And even the 
mo st cheerful Euro pean experts warn that 
any lo ng co ntinuance o f so much as a 2o 
per cent o il deficiency wo uld have far mo re

The United Natio ns po ssesses neither military 
no r financial strength but it is the m em ber states 
which must enfo rce its reso lutio ns.

Pointing out that the town of 
Ulster is an "open undeveloped 
area which can profit from the 
mistakes in Kingston,” Robert 
Mickle, currently advising the 
planning board of the tow’n of 
Ulster, 
addressed 
the 
noon 
luncheon of the Kingston Ki- 
wanis Club Thursday. 
The 
speaker 
explained 
his 
particular profession — stating 
that a planner had to learn the 
informal problems of a com­ 
munity and then bring these 
problems 
and 
skills 
together 
into a well-planned project. He 
emphasized that his work does 
not attempt ‘to determine a pol­ 
icy,” but rather helps to utilize 
public opinion as a basis for 
town planning. 
Tool» of the Trad« 
The 
tools of the 
planner’s 
trade were presented as zoning 
regulations, subdivision regula­ 
tions, (how to develop the land), 
and 
highway 
specifications, 
(highways to meet certain stan­ 
dards). He also discussed regu­ 
lations governing water, sewer, 
school districts, and other towTi 
projects. A final decision in the 
process of planning comes from 
on 
"overall town policy,” he 
said. 
. 
, 
In speaking of the "mistakes 
in 
Kingston,” 
Robert 
Mickle 
stated that the major mistake 
in Kingston was the lack of 
foresight relative to the coming 
of the motor car. He painted a 
word picture of the problems of 
parking and travel within the 
city due to the increase of mo­ 
tor traffic. From this he drew 
a conclusion that Kingston faced 
a re-development problem while 
the town of Ulster had a new , 
growth problem. 
Traffic Problem* 
Speaking further on the prob­ 
lems of traffic, Mr, Mickle sug­ 
gested a further study of off- 
street parking as a possible solu­ 
tion. Off-street parking might be 
accomplished by 
utilizing the 
back yards of stores, he said. 
"The back yards make second 
fronts for ^he stores,” said Mr. 
Mickle, "and can result in dou­ 
bling the space necessary for 
parking cars.” 
One terrific poblem facing the 
smaller 
communities 
is 
the 
school facility, he indicated. In 
support 
of 
this 
assertion 
he 
spoke of the hundreds of new 
homes being built in expanding 
communities, bringing many new 
families to the areas where the 
small school cannot meet the 
need of the juvenile population. 
In conclusion, the speaker re­ 
vealed that the overall planning 
stage includes a base map and 
several study maps of all facili­ 
ties within the area under con­ 
sideration. The "master plan 
is 
the final stage, and shows zon­ 
ing districts and future policies 
of the area.
